Plans for the establishment of 
Volunteer Work Camp, for the purpose 
of doing rcforestratlon work In north- 
ern Quebec are now v.'ell under , way 
according to tlie officers of .the McGill 
I.S S. committee who are working on 
tills scheme.' ■ 

'The plan calls for a camp to be 
erected In the woods where a group 
of students will work "together with a 
group of young unemployed. ITie day's 
program will be made up of work up 
until 1 p.m. followed up by sports, 
games, glee groups and the usual ac- 
tivities common to camp life. 

Successful Elsewhere ' 
This pian has been followed In 
Germany, Swltzeriand, Wales, Scotland 
and many other European countries 
and was - Included In the provisions of 
the recent relief bill passed by the 
U.S. senate. In Germany alone' there 
were 6,000 of these camps In operation 
taking care of more than 200,000 young 
unemployed and students. Neiidless to 
say, quite apart from the amount of 
work Irivblved; which is strictly in pro- 
portion to the ability of those employ- 
ed, valuable experiences may be gained 
in the shape of the contacts established 
with slmllarly-aged members of other 
classes. The capips are run as much 
aïs possible» on, i ielf -government btSIs,; 
and a great- deal of the organization 1Î 
left in the hands of the wbrkers them-

Hitler's Rise 

The rise of Hitler has been largely 
owing to our error hi the past. Hitler- 
ism is the product of economic misery. 
It is the reaction of the middle class, 
Just as communism 'is the reaction of 
the* working "class. Mr. Lees-Sinith 
■pointed out that many of Hitler's fol- 
lowers are- y oiing university men, and 
-rnen ■ with doctors' degrees who Itod 
'their prospects are wcnrse than those of 
unskilled' laborers. Reparation policy 
adopted by allies at the close of the 
War is largely responsible, and we 
must concentrate all our efforts on 
iBftfctfagjbac k to peaceful production. 
PlPmS^lnted but that the repara- 
•tioqs we have received from'Qermaoy 
are slightly less than^the amount bor- 
rowed by Germany from the allies to 
pay. these reparations.
